erly, prepare or eat breakfast, or for 
anything but just the struggle to 
ret to work; with the extra time in 
the evenings, when it is not needed 
and the people are too worn out to 
plan for the next day's struggle.”’ 
| “It puts America’s time system in 
‘the category of falsehood,” this cor- 
‘respondent continues. “The land 
i'that stands for truth and righteous- 
‘ness declares it to be noon an hour 
before the sun reaches its zenith.”

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| Force Has Had but 192 Deaths. 

| By the Associated Press 

| WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES | 
'IN NORTHERN RUSSIA, Thursday, 
Feb. 20.—While vague reports have 
|reached the American forces on this 
front indicating that there perhaps 
‘may be a few American soldiers held 
captive at Vologda or Moscow, it ap- 
|pears that the majority of the 35 
‘Americans which is the total num- 


ber listed as missing in action since 
the beginning of the campaign, must 
be counted as dead. 

Some of these were wounded men 
who became lost in the woods, while 
others were members of small de- 
tachments which were surrounded 
and are believed to have died fight- 
ing. 

One American Captain who com- 
manded the force operating near 
Shenkursk, said that the 17 men who’! 
were missing after that attack wu ere 
undobutedly dead, as the Bolsheviki 
apparently had conducted their 
campaign on the basis of makine no 
prisoners 

Although the American casualties 
im the field during late December 
and in the month of January were 
heavier than those for all the other 
months combined, the total losses 
in killed, died of wounds or disease, 
or missing, for the entire expedition 
up to today are only 192, of which 
number eight were officers. This is 
less than 4 per cent of the forces 
involved.

The law has al- 
ready provided ample safeguards 
against the submission of bogus 
or forged signatures by requir- 
ing the affidavit from each cir- 
culator sworn to before a notary 
public and certifying to the va- 
lidity of all signatures submitted 
by him. Under your ruling you 
are permitting a prejudiced clerk 
to declare a signature to be 
forgery and the affidavit of a 
circulator to be perjury. 

“Your persistence in the em- 
ployment of dilatory methods to 
prevent the submission of this 
important matter to a vote of the 
people at the general election 
not alone reflects upon the in- 
tegrity of the legal machinery 
now provided for the expression 
of the will of the people but 
moreover will place upon you 
the responsibility for imposing 
upon the people the burden of 
the cost of a special election.

it is summer time tn the Land of Make Believe and 
we are off for a fishing trip in a big pleasure boat.

Then odOur well-behaved craft carries us back 
to the pier without mishap. 

And temorrow we go up in a Make-Believe airplane. 
li looks Much like an ordinary airplane, but the 
wing spread is less. The reason for this, we are told, 
is because thé airplane is much lighter than an or- 
dinary plane, due to the fact that our plane has no 
engine—nothing but a lightweight motor, a_ twin 
brother of the motor we saw on the pleasure boat. 
The motor drives the propeller blades, but we cannot 
see what is driving the motor. An insulated wire 
leads from the motor to a ball above the higher plane, 
and that is all. i 

Anyway, we have faith in the thing and we climb 
aboard. The pilot presses a button, the motor begins 
to hum and the propeller to spin and we are off. 

“Suppose the motor stops while we are above the 
clouds,” we suggest, “what's going to happen?” 

“We'll glide,” is the eomforting assurance of the 
pilot. 

Sure enough, the motor does stop, and we glide until 
it starts again. 

And that night, seated in the Make Believe Club- 
house, we read by electric light which looks familiar 
and homelike.

Next morning we leave Make Believe Land and pay 
a visit to South America. In British Guana there is 
a mighty river called the Potara. At ome place, Kaie- 
teur, the river makes a clear drop of 822 feet and at 
the base of the cataract ‘the waters of the Potara 
branch off in various directions. The Kaijeteur Cata- 
ract is the show place of British Guiana. 

When the members of the British Geological Sur- 
vey visted the falls in 1875 they heard the following 
legend of Kaieteur and embodied it in their official re- 
port to the British Government. oa 

“Once upon a time there lived an old Indian at a 
village above the falls, an exceedingly feeble old man, 
whose feet became infested with Chinese fleas to such 
an extent that he gave his friends and relatives an 
immense amount of trouble in picking them out for 
him every morning. So they determined to rid them- 
selves of the nuisance, and accordingly placed the old 
man in a woodskin canoe, above the edge of the falls. 
ond shoved it out into the stream. The strong current 
rurried him to the brink and swept him over into 
its foaming water and he Was seen 10 more. But not 
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long after, strange to relate, his woodskin appeared 
at the end of a small island in the smooth water just 
below our camp, in the form of a long slab of rock, 
while on a slope on the right-hand side of the fall a 
large, square rock represents his canister, similarly 
petrified. After the tragedy had been enacted, the 
Indians named the fall ‘Kaieteur, which means ‘Old 
Man Fall,” 

Twenty-eight thousand cubic feet of water pass 
over the edge of the cataract every second. This vast 
volume of water, properly applied, would be capable 
o: furnishing four times as much power as we derive 
today by tne harnessing of Niagara Falls. At Niagara 
the fall of water is 18,000,000 cubic feet per minute, but 
a flow of only 15,000 feet per second is diverted above 
the falls and harnessed for the use of man. 


Although everybody is familiar in a general 


way 
with the meaning of the term, “harnessing Niagara,” 
it will not hurt to refresh our memory. At Niagara 


the motive power which furnishes electric light, power 
and heat to many municipalities, including the City of 
Buffalo, is not derived directly from the falls them- 
selves, but from the water of the Niagara River, drawn 
off by an enormous tunnel at a distance of ebout 
one mile above the falls. The tunnel is 6807 feet long, 
21 feet high, 18 feet 10 inches wide at its widest part 
and 14 feet wide at the base. In shape it resembles a 
gigantic horseshoe. This tunnel was cut through 
sclid rock. It toot 1000 rock men three years to make 
the excavation. The tunnel leads out of a pit 178 feet 
deep, 40 feet long and 18 feet wide and has an outlet 
below the falis. The enormous hydraulic pressure in 
a pit 178 feet deep drives the water through the tun- 
nel with a force tuat may be considered almost irre- 
sistible. The tunnel has a slight grade, from four 
to seven feet per thousand feet. The water rushing 
through the tunnel turns water wheels’ geared to 
electric generators. It has been estimated that the 
12,000,000 cubic feet of water which flow over the 
falls every minute are capable of furnishing 7,000,000 
horsepower, sufficient to furnish light to 25 cities the 
size of New York. 

Now we can pay another visit to the great Kaiéteur 
Cataract in British Guiana and visualize the harness- 
ing of all its enormous water power by the tunnel and 
water-wheel process employed at Niagara. And, hav- 
ing seen how all that energy, theoretically 2,100,000 
horsepower, is obtainable, we may be curious to know 
what connection it has with the mysterious ferce which 
propelled our make-believe pleasure boat and airplane

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WHO NIKOLA TESLA IS 


IKOLA TESLA, now in his sixty-second 
year, is regarded throughout the world 
as a wizard in all matters pertaining to 
. @lectric energy, its transmission and its 
application. He is a native of Smiljan Lika, 
Austria-Hungary. His father was a Greek clergy- 
man and an orator of some distinction. His 
mother was Géorgina Mandic, who was an in- 
ventor, as was her father. Tesla’s education was 
taken in hand by his parents almost in his baby- 
hood and every opportunity was afforded him, 
and he proved an apt and appreciative student. 
All of his early collegiate studies were pursued 
in his native country, and then came a iong 
career of post-graduate training. He was pas- 
sionately fond of mechanics and physics and 
followed these branches with enthusiastic earn- 
estness. He achieved many notable discoveries 
in electricity before he came to the United 
States, in 1884, and on his arrival he took steps 
at once to become a citizen of this country. 

From the beginning he entered upon a suc- 
cessful career as an inventor, producing a sys- 
tem of arc lighting in 1886. Then in quick or- 
der came his motor and system of alternating 
current, power transmission, coils, transformers, 
high potential magnifying transmitters, system 
of wireless transmission of intelligence and many 
others that attracted widespread attention among 
scientists and commercial electrical concerns. 
One of his more recent undertakings was to 
establish a plant at Niagara for the transmission 
of current without wires. He has earned enor- 
mous fees as consulting engineer in big electrical 
enterprises.

“Tesla now proposes to transmit, without the use 
or any wires, through the natural media—the earth 
and the air-—great amounts of power to distances of 
thousands of miles. This will appear a dream—a tale 
from the Arabian Nights. But from the extraordinary 
discoveries Tesla has made during a number of years 
of incessant labor, it is evident that his work in this 
field has passed the stage of laboratory experiment 
and is ready for a practical test on an industrial scale. 
The success of his efforts means that power from such 
sources as Niagara will become available in any part 
o° the world, regardless of distance.” 

That was 21 years ago, when wireless telegraphy 
was still in the Land of Make Believe. Tesla made 


certain experiments and got certain results. Since 
then he has made other experiments based on later 


discoveries and aided by one of his most recently 
patened inventions, by which, he declares, an unlimited 
amount of energy can be transmitted any 
whatever, to the antipodes if desired. 

And a few days ago be explained to me his perfected 
plan for applying harnessed energy to the world-wide 
operation of the wheels of industry, including our little

“It is now possible,’ said Dr. Tesla, “to transmit 
power anywhere by my wireless system. Power gen- 
erated in New York, for instance, may be used to 
operate a motor launch thousands of miles away. 
It is now possible to apply for man's use the many mil- 
lions of horsepower which today are allowed to go 
to waste.” 

Dr. Tesla mentioned specifically the Kaieteur Cata- 


react, the harnessed power of which, he said, will 
be made available for use all over the world. He re- 
ferred to Norway and Sweden, where, he said, the 


large waterfalls can be harnessed to produce 32,000,000 
horsepower for utilization in industrial England and 
eleewhere in Europe. There are four immense water- 


falls in Norway; Rjukan, 780 feet; Skjaeggedalsfos, 
520 feet; Vettes, 950 feet, and Voringfos, 600 feet. 
Briefly explained, the plan is to generate electrical 


energy at the source of supply—Niagara, Kaieteur or 
Rjukan, for instance—and transmit it by his wireless 
system to the nearest receiving stations in other coun- 
tries. Distance will be no impediment to the trans- 
mission of this energy, but various conveniently sit- 
uated receiving stations can be established for storage 
and supply. This energy is not to be scattered pro- 
miscuously to the four winds of heaven for the free 
use of all who care to “tap” it. It will be controlled, 
Dr. Tesla said, by a secret key or combination, like 
that of a safe, so that only those for whom the power 
is intended will get jt. 

“The best design of which I know has been adopted,” 
said Dr. Tesla, referring to a large plant which he has 
designed, ‘and the transmitter will emit a wave com-

HE late Col. Roosevelt was no mean 
judge of a lion story. He had himself 
met the king of beasts face to face, usu- 
ally to the detriment of the lion. He 
was on terms of intimate acquaintance 
with the foremost nimrods of the day, 
and from them heard a whole epic litera- 
ture of lion tales. But he himself was fond of saying 
that the greatest lion story he ever heard, the one 
abounding* most in the elements of the unusual and 
the terrible, was one told by Lieutenant-Colonel J. EH 
Patterson, D. S. O. 

This story has been made public by Col. Patterson in 
a book, “The Man-Eaters of Tsavo’’ (MacMillan). 
which has a foreword by Frederick Courteney Selous 
original of the character of Allan Quartermain in 
Rider Haggard’s African novels. 

While on a hunting expedition in British East 
Africa, Col. Patterson dined one evening with Mr. 
Ryall, Superintendent of Police, in his inspection car 
on the railway. Neither host nor guest had a suspi- 
eion of the frightful fate which was to oévertake the 
former a few months later, in the very coach at which 
they sat at table. 


A man-eating lion, Col. Patterson relates, had taken 
up his quarters at a little railroad station called 
Kimaa. The brute was a bit of an epicure, and had 

_developed an extraordinary taste for members of the 

railway staff. One night, in his efforts to obtain a 
meal, the lion even climbed upon the roof the station 
building, and tried to tear off the corrugated iron 
sheets. The terrified native in charge of the tele- 
graph instrument below, whom the beast was seeking 
for his dinner, sent the following laconic dispatch to 
the traffic manager: “Lion fighting with station 
Send urgent succor.” Fortunately, the lion was un- 
able to get in, but he tried so hard that he cut his feet 
severely on the iron sheeting, leaving large blood- 
stains on the roof 

As may be gathered from this incident, the man-eater 
was a most daring brute. One night he succeeded in 
carrying off the native driver of the pumping engine, 
and soon afterwards added several other victims to 
his list. He was quite indifferent as to whether he 
dined upon the station master, a signalman or a 
switchman, but he had a penchant for railroad em- 
ployes, perhaps because they were better fed and 
more succulent than the average native. 

On one occasion, an engine driver arranged to sit up 
all night in a large iron water tank, in a hope of 
getting a shot at the lion.

The door, as has been 
said, was a sliding one, which ran on wheels, easily 
and noiselessly, along a brass sill. Possibly Ryal 
had not quite shut it: at any rate, it was not securely 
fastened. It was an easy matter for the lion to thrust 
in a paw and shove it open.

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mobile in rural districts there should result an im- 
portant contribution to the problem of the high cost 
of living. It is pointed out that airplanes are little 
more expensive, both as to purchase price and upkeep, 
than the average good automobile; and that most 
farmers possess excellent landing facilities. The effect 
would be almost that of moving the farm into the 
heart of the city; it would be possible to have fruit 
and eggs on the table the same morning they were 
gathered. 

This is as yet but a thing of the imagination; but 
there is one important field in which the Department 
of Agriculture is already employing the airplane. This 
is in fighting the boll weevil, scourge of the cotton 
fields. 

‘In Southern Texas, where the pink boll weevil seeks 
to spread its depredations from Mexico to the Wnited 
States, the Government has decreed a No Man’s Land, 
on which it is forbidden to grow cotton. The unplant- 
ed land thus becomes a barrier to the progress of the 
pest. But a few misguided farmers feel that this pre- 
ventive measure is an infringement upon their rights, 
and have developed a tendency to become outlaw

jlanters. Much of the country is heavily timbered: 
roads are neither plentiful nor good in many sections; 
and therefore it was possible for an outlaw planter 
to tuck away a few acres of cotton in some nook of 
the woods where there was little probability of dis- 
covery by ordinary means. 

It happened that one of the aviators at Ellington 
Field, Tex., was Lieut. Harold Compere, son of George 
Compere, one of the world’s greatest entomological ex- 
plorers, and himself for years connected with the plant 
quarantine and inspection service of California. After 
a talk with Dr. W. D. Hunter, member of the Federal 
Horticultural Board in charge of field work against 
the boll worm, Lieut. Compere decided that here was 
an opportunity to’put to use his double skill as a 
flring man and as a trained expert in entomology. 
His plane was to search out contraband cotton fields 
by means of the airplane. 

He made a request to this effect, with the indorse- 
ment of the Department of Agriculture, to the Divi- 
sion of Military Aeronautics, War Department. He 
received full authority from the War Department to 
undertake the work, which was actually begun during

the summer of last year. Accompanied by an inspec- 
tor, he made flights over the barred zone, and speed- 
ily located seven outlaw cotton fields in the heavily 
wooded country along Trinity River and around Gal- 
veston Bay. These, despite the vigilance of the agents. 
of the Department of Agriculture, had previously 
escaped detection. 

Lieut. Compere, being honorably discharged from 
the army, gave up the work a few weeks ago, but left 
a successor in Lieut. William H. Tillisch. The pilot 
is usually accompanied by an expert of the Horticul- 
tural Beard, Carl Heinrich, who has completed maps 
and charts of the region, by means of aerial photo- 
graphs and reconnaisances. From an elevation of 2000 
feet, on a clear day, Heinrich reports, a view of the 
country may be had for 30 miles’around. At this 
height, the airplane’s speed of 75 miles an hour does 
not prevent a thorough examination of the ground be- 
neath, and one may easily distinguish whether it is 
under cultivation or not, differentiate cotton from corn 
and get a clear picture of the buildings, roads, creeks 
and wooded areas on the ground. This is easily prac- 
ticable in districts impassable to the automobile.

the evolution of the Milliken millions. 
in view of what has been brought to 
light since the death of this Midas-like 
St. Louisan, it was very evident that 
the planets and the constellations were set just vight 
when he came into being. Everything seemed to be 
well ordered for the money-getting career that was evi- 
dently marked out for Milliken since the beginning, 
as every cloud that momentarily threatened disaster 
was quickly dispéHed, leaving a golden flood in its 
wake. 

A single transaction, recalled since his death, by 
one of his closest business associates, made on what 
was probably the most precarious day of his life, 
netted him a profit of nearly $2000, and it was closed 
at a time of dire disaster to nearly everyone else trad- 
ing in the same commodity. It was back in 1886, 
when St. Louis was mining-stock mad. The city was 
overrun with mining stock and promoters, and assays 
were conspicuously displayed in all the marts—and 
there were maypy of them—that dealt in suth promise 
of quick gain. 

Among the mines that stood high in the favor of 
the get-rich-quick following, was Sheridan. There 
were hundreds of others, but this particular prop- 
erty, on account of the prominence of its promoters, 
was in prime standing. The late John W. Kauffman, 
wealthy miller and grain dealer, was then very active 
i: the mining field, and he was one of the largest own- 
ers of Sheridan. He bought heavily and had the stock 
up to $7 a share when Milliken, who had been going 
the limit in wheat, felt the earth slipping beneath his 
feet. He was about down and out, and apparently 
ready to fall into the maelstrom that had swallowed 
809 many others who had wooed fickle fortune and lost. 

But Milliken was not a quitter then, or at any other 
time in his glittering career.. He just took an inven- 
tory and began to study the Sheridan situation. He 
had heard something, besides, to which he attached 
some store. 

After he had run the Sheridan up to $7 a share, 
Kauffman very quietly slipped out to the “hole in 
the ground” that bore the then talismanic name to 
make some observations on his own account. His de- 
parture was no secret to Milliken, who, though down, 
was by no means ready for the count. He quietly con- 
sulted with his friends, Hubbard & Bartlatt, with 
whom he had been making his trades, and then bought 
a “put” for a hundred dollars or less, which gave 
him the privilege of selling 1000 shares at $3 per 
share. The market price then was $7, and under the 
system, his only chance to make any profit on his 
speculation was to have the stock go below the $3 
limit. He stuck the “put” in his inside pocket and 
waited developments, and he did not have to wait very 
long. 

Kauffman returned to the city and busied himself 
at once unloading his Sheridan. The crash came with 
a rush, and it by no means stopped with Sheridan. 
very other stock, except Granite, Mountain, which 
had made a large crop of St. Louis millionaires, was 
caught in the debacle, and there was gloom in the 
community for nearly everyone save Milliken. When 
Sheridan dropped to $1 per share he cashed his put for 
$3000, scoring a profit of $2 per share, less the nom- 
inal price he paid for his long chance, and thereafter 
he worked as a favored son of Midas. 

All things he touched—mines, oils, chemicals and 
erains—assumed the golden hue. He made his stake 
in the nick .of time, as the market had been playing 
havoc with his hopes, and his spirit of optimism was 
showing some signs of cracking under the strain. 

Very few, if any, of the grain trades made by Milli- 
ken, were handled through any St. Louis house other 
than the Hubbard & Bartlett—now the Hubbard & 
Voffitt—Commission Co. Nathaniel L. Moffitt, vice 
president of this concern, was one of the most inti- 
mate business friends of the late multi-millionaire. 
This relationship extends back to the earliest days of 
Milliken’s St. Louis history, when he cA&me here as a 
young man from Paducah, Ky., to seek a place in the 
big league of speculation. 


“| was a comparative youngster myself when | 
first met John T. Milliken.’ Moffitt said to the Post- 
Dispatch writer. “Tle was like all the other traders 


from the smaller places, he had a great deal to learn, 
but he mixed .caution with his desire to annex for- 
tune. He had a motto that he often expressed when 
the market was not going right. It was: ‘Save your 
money and let your judgment go.’ This was to cover 
acute situations. Up to the time he was saved by the 
vollapse of the mining-stoeck craze in St. Louis, when 
he made his stake in the Sheridan affair, he was not

The men who conducted this business at that 
time were not averse to trusting his word and his 
business integrity, even in his reverses, and Milliken 
appreciated that attitude on the part of his friends. 
In his later years he did but little trading, as he pre- 
ferred to give the bulk of his attention to his large 
chemical and oil interests, but the fascination for the 
market remained with him to the end. I! can vividly 
recall that Sheridan incident and I believe it was the 
foundation of his subsequent successes. It came at 
what might be called the psychological moment for 
John, as he was near the end of his string when this 
opportunity ‘knocked and found him at home. Then 
began his wonderful career in the grain markets. He 
was what we call a ‘spreader, a term used for those 
A million 
bushels at a time was nothing unusual when he was 
at the height of his activity as a big dealer, and he 
went up against the biggest men who ever figured in 
any of the markets. 

“When he quit trading to go to Cripple Creek he 
had about $400,000 in cash and readily cenvertible 
paper, and the lure of the gold mines called him to 
Colorado. He paid $250,000 for the Golden Cycle to the

get. The mill was entirely destroyed, and the insur- 
ance fell far short of covering the loss, and besides, it 
was next to impossible to borrow money. That did not 
disturb Milliken very long. His mine, about that time, 
vot into a richer vein, and he put more miners to 
work getting out the gold ore at the rate of $100,000 
per month. With that sort of capital, he was not em- 
barrassed very long. 

“Take his chemical business, as another example. 
He bought the business and proprietary articles pro- 
duced by the Beattie company, then a rather small 
establishment, but with inviting prospects, from the 
viewpoint of the purchaser. He went into this just 
like he did everything else, and pushed it with all 
the intensity possible. Just note the result. From a 
few products he evolved the wonderful plant that will 
long be a monument to his business sagacity and his 
general confidence in his ability to get away with 
anything he undertook.” 

When Milliken embarked in the chemical business 
he launched a campaign of advertising that astonished

rugs, draperies and other decora- 
tions. He also bought many beauti- 
ful pictures. One of these was a large 
figure study called “Stella,” whi lh was 
given a special position in the ar- 
tistic setting of the main reception 
room.

When it came to oil speculation and purchase of 
properties, the same character of kindly fortune ran 
true to form with the departed millionaire. He bought 
and he took big chances, always with the same result; 
he made large returns on every investment and seemed 
insured against any possibie reverse. 


It was the same tale when he started out to save 
his brother-in-law, Albert T. Patrick, from the death 
chamber at Sing Sing, following his conyiction on an 
indictment charging him with the murder of William 
Marsh Rice. Those who watched his repeated trips to 
New York and the news of his work there, shook their 
heads and said that there was little chance, despite the 
luck that had followed all of his other activities. He 
was never given to many words and he lost no time 
discussing hopes or prospective failure. He just said 
he believed that Patrick was innocent: that he was 
going to keep on until he secured his freedom, and he 
kept his word.

TTENTION during and since the close of the 
war has often been called to the greatly 
enlarged sphere of women in the busi- 
ness world. No longer are they re- 
stricted to the less important stations in 
the great office organizations, and no 
longer are they dismayed b® any un- 
written law, that they cannot hope to reach the high- 
est executive positions. There has been a great change 
in the economic readjustment and the women are 
playing a leading role in the history-making. The 
shorthand notebook and the typewriter are no langer 
considered the alpha and omega of her business activ 
ity; she is* getting deeper and deeper into the big 
league of commercialism, and reports generally indi- 
cate that she is not only making good, but even gives 
promise of winning greater laurels. 

In her widened station she does not have to jump 
every time some-overlord touches a button; she has 
buzzers on her own desk, and when she uses them, 
men as well as women do the hurrying. Whether it 
is due to the war, or the ever-increasing influence of 
women in this country, it is a recognized condition far 
heyond the stage,of theory. Some who fear the rising 
tide of woman's influence bevond the home and fam- 
ily make gloomy predictions and shake their heads. 
ominously when they indulge in prophecy dealing with 
the spread of feminism in high places. Some of the 
particularly pessimistic go so far as to say that the 
home and family are in danger while the greater wave 
of freedom and opportunity for the women is running 
its course. And some men in business station who 
would not mind it so much at home object to having 
a woman as a boss, even if she has many endearing 
qualities. These are the men who dwell on the rule 
of other days, that she ought to marry and raise a 
family, while presiding over an attractive home. But 
all the while the women are going ahead making new 
conquests every day. 

Naturally, the question occurs as to What prepara- 
tions the women who have important positions are 
making to take care of the enlarged station that. has 
been allotted them. Are they ready, and have they 
given consideration to the development of the newer 
and less experienced material that will, be called to fill 
important places as their occupants are advanced to 
greater responsibility and pay Among the many 
women already filling exacting business positions in 
St. Louis is Mrs. L. D. Sultzer, manager of the savings 
department of the Mercantile Trust Co. Not manager 
in the sense of.looking.after a woman's department, 
but in reality at the head of the whole savings organi- 
zetion, which brings her into daily contact with a 
great many people. And her assistants include both 
men and women. 

The increasing importance of the women in business 
has not escaped the notice of Mrs. Sultzer, who is the 
only woman in St. Louis occupying a banking position 
of such importance. She has been the manager for 
three years and if anyone doubts her ability to handle 
this job properly, he has only to look at the reports. 
She has not only managed the savings section, put she 
has been in charge of a thousand and one details in 
ecnnection with the sale of Thrift Stamps, War Sav- 
ings Certificates and four different Liberty Bond 
Sales, handled almost entirely on the installment pian. 
Viewing her as an authority on the subject, the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine sought her views on the 
qualifications and rules of business conduct that young 
women starting out to annex the more important po- 
sitions should follow. She did not, as a matter of 
ecurse, step into her present rank with any great 
haste.
